During  the  past  year  we  installed  at  the  pumping  station  a 
machine  shop,  consisting  of  a  forge,  lathe,  drill  press,  grinder 
and  electric  motor,  thoroughly  rebuilt  the  Gaskill  pumping 
engine,  and  laid  nearly  three  and  one-half  miles  of  new  mains. 
The  total  length  of  water  mains  is  now  iio^  miles. 

The  increase  in  the  receipts  of  the  department,  for  the  year 
1901,  amounted  to  the  sum  of  $11,681.29. 

The  amount  of  water  pumped  was  3,190,024,916  gallons,  an 
increase  over  the  previous  year  of  65,584,272  gallons. 
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The  daily  average  punipage  was  8,739,794  gallons.  The  daily 
average  per  capita  pumpage  was  165.7  gallons,  based  upon  the 
census   report  for    1900,  which    gives    the    city    a    population  of 

52,733- 

We  believe  a  large  amount  of  the  water  is  unnecessarily 
wasted,  which  waste  could  be  materially  curtailed  if  the  rules  of 
the  department  were  amended  so  as  to  permit  the  installation  of 
meters  for  domestic  use  of  water. 

The  high  service  system,  embracing  all  that  portion  of  the 
city  south  of  Nineteenth  street,  has  been  maintained  throughout 
the  year  in  a  satisfactory  manner,  with  an  average  daily  lift  of 
water  of  280.88  feet. 

The  average  daily  lift  of  water  for  the  low  service  system  was 
•  236.37  feet. 

The  accounts  of  the  water  department  have  not  been  audited 
for  the  period  of  five  years,  and  we  reiterate  our  request  that  this 
important  duty  be  performed  annually. 

We  have  endeavored  to  determine  how  far  the  electrolytic 
conditions,  which  exist  here,  are  threatening  the  life  of  the  water 
mains  of  the  citv. 

Mr.  A.  A.  Knudson  of  New  York,  an  expert  on  electrolysis, 
made  a  voltmeter  survey  of  the  water  mains  in  October,  and 
ascertained  that  the  mains  in  certain  locations  have  already  suffered 
material  damage  from  electrical  currents,  that  the  electrical  cur- 
rents which  are  producing  the  disintegration  of  the  iron  pipe  come 
from  the  electric  cars,  and  are  sufficient  in  volume  to  destrov  the 
entire  system  of  water  mains. 

The  greatest  damage  seems  to  have  resulted  from  the  im- 
proper, careless  and  negligent  manner  in  which  the  rails  of  the 
Motor  Companies  are  bonded,  permitting  the  return  currents  to 
leave  the  rails  and  take  the  water  mains  back  to  the  power  houses. 
All  of  the  electric  car  tracks  in  the  city,  with  the  exception  of 
State  and  West  Fourth  streets,  are  electrically  in  poor  condition. 

All  the  large  distributing  mains  from  the  reservoir  are  located 
in  West  Twenty-sixth  street  between  Chestnut  and  Cherry  streets 
and  are  connected  with  the  pumping  station  through  said  streets. 

The  bonds  to  the  rails  in  Twenty-sixth  street  are  broken, 
which  condition  produces  an  open  circuit  in  the  trolley  tracks  and 
forms  a  dam,  which  prevents  the  proper  return  of  the  current 
through    the  rails  to  the  power  house,  consequently  the  current 
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leaves  the  rails  at  the  reservoir  and  returns  to  the  power  house 
through  the  large  mains  in  Chestnut  street  and  through  the  pump- 
ing station. 

At  the  corner  of  Twenty-sixth  and  Chestnut  streets  a  differ- 
ence of  potential  was  found  between  the  rails  and  the  mains 
amounting  to  from  So  to  90  volts,  and  a  current  of  from  15  to  25 
amperes  was  found  passing  through  the  mains  in  Chestnut  street 
to  the  pumping  station.  The  action  of  the  fraction  of  an  ampere 
flowing  through  a  cast  iron  main  will  in  time  do  great  damage  to 
the  joints  of  the  pipe. 

At  the  Peach  street  crossing  of  the  Lake  Shore  and  Michigan 
Southern  Railway  the  bonds  in  the  rails  are  broken,  and  the  re- 
turn current  passes  eastwardly  through  the  rails  of  the  railroad  to 
the  iron  bridge  over  State  street  and  through  the  foundation  of 
the  bridge  to  the  water  mains. 

On  East  Twenty-sixth  street  the  voltmeter  readings  gave  a 

difference  of   potential  between  the  rails  and  the  mains,  ranging 

from  100  to  147  volts.  Similar  conditions  were  found  to  exist  at 
nearly  all  of  the  railway  crossings,  also  in  the  East  Sixth  street, 
East  Eleventh  street  and  West  Twelfth  street  lines. 

We,  therefore,  recommend  that  an  ordinance  be  passed  by 
your  Honorable  bodies  prescribing  the  manner  in  which  all 
electric  street  car  lines  shall  be  constructed  in  the  future,  and  that 
regular  inspections  of  the  electric  car  lines  shall  be  made  by  the 
City  Electrician,  who  shall  have  power  to  compel  the  street  car 
companies  to  make  such  repairs  to  the  lines  as  shall  be  necessary 
to  prevent  the  escape  of  the  return  current,  also  that  the  electric 
car  companies  be  compelled  to  place  overhead  return  current 
wires  from  the  power  houses  to  points  in  their  respective  lines 
where  the  bonds  in  the  rails  are  habitually  broken. 

We  again  call  attention  to  the  necessity  for  the  construction 
of  an  intercepting  sewer  along  the  city  front,  a  sewer  in  the  valley 
of  Millcreek,  and  a  sewage  disposal  plant. 

F«»r  the  period  of  twenty  one  years  this  department  has 
annually  called  the  attention  of  your  Honorable  bodies  to  the 
gradual  pollution  of  the  water  of  the  bay  by  the  city  sewage.  We 
believe  it  to  be  the  duty  of  the  city  to  take  care  of  its  sewage,  and 
if  this  important  matter  is  longer  neglected  it  may  seriously  affect 
the  health  of  the  city.

Sprinkling  for  an^  purpose  will  ONLY  Ix;  allowed  on  premises  where 
water  is  taken  and  paid  for,  for  domestic  or  other  inside  use.  The  sprink- 
ling season  is  from  May  1st  to  November  1st,  in  each  year. 

There  is  no  fttiotional  part  of  a  sprinklingr  season. 

It  will  cost  as  much  to  sprinkle  but  once  at  any  time  during  the  sprink- 
ling season  as  it  will  to  sprinkle  each  day,  at  the  prescrilx?d  hours,  during 
the  entire  season. 

Sprinkling  must  be  confined  to  the  hours  l>etween  5  and  8  A.  M.,  12  and 
1  P.  M.  and  5  and  8  P.  M.,  nor  during  said  intervals  more  than  one  liour  at 
a  time.  Persons  who  exceed  one  hom*  may  l>e  charjred  at  fountain  rates  or 
held  liable  for  \*iolation  of  the  rules,  at  the  option  of  the  Commissioners. 

The  inside  diameter  of  host^  used  for  si)rinklin^  purposes  must  not  be 
more  than  three-quarters  of  an  inch,  and  the  inside  diameter  of  the  orifice 
to  the  nozzle  of  tne  same  must  not  lie  more  than  one-ciuarter  of  an  inch. 
The  use  of  leaky  or  defective  hose  is  prohibited. 

No  person  will  be  allowed  to  sprinkle  adjoining  or  of>])osite  i>remises, 
nor  to  use  the  water  from  any  hose  attachment,  or  through  any  hose  for 
any  purpose  not  authorized  by' the  Commissioners.     All  sprinkling  devices 
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not  held  in  the  hand  when  used  nhall  be  cla88e<i  as  fountains,  or  fountain 
jetH,  and  assessed  accordingly,  but  not  lesn  than  double  crinkling  rates. 

Foiuitains,  fountain  jets,  etc.,  will  be  assessed  according  to  the  inside 
diameter  of  its  principal  part  or  part^,  and  for  a  continuous  flow  during  the 
entire  sprinkling  season. 

Hose  must  not  Ix?  used  for  cleaning  streets  or  street  jjutters,  for  washing 
away  collections  of  leaves,  heaps  of  dirt  or  offal,  or  flooding  streets. 

Sprinkling  fixtures,  to  which  hose  can  be  attached,  no  matter  where 
located  on  any  premises,  makes  said  premises  a^^sessable  for  sprinkling. 

All  plumbing  from  the  curb  line  inward  must  l)e  done  by  a  licensed 
pluml)er. 

Water  fixtures  will  be  assessed  for  each  an<l  every  purpose  availa})le, 
and  for  each  family  or  establishment  within  the  enclosure  or  separated  only 
by  a  door,  gateway  or  other  means  of  easy  communication. 

No  abatement  of  charges  shall  be  allowed  for  vacancy  of  premises 
except  from  the  date  that  natire  ha8  tteen  given  at  the  office  of  the  Coinmis.noner8 
of  Water   Works  that  they  are  unoccupied. 

The  Commi.^iuners  may  limit  or  stop  the  supply  of  water  in  cases  of 
emergency,  and  shut  it  off  for  repairs  or  extensions,  they  being  the  judges 
of  the  time  and  necessity.  Neither  the  Commissioners  nor  the  City  of  Erie 
shall  l)e  liable  in  damages  for  any  insufficient  supply  of  City  water. 

For  each  and  every  violation  of  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Water 
Works,  the  offending  party  will  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  live 
nor  more  than  fifty  dollars.

DESCRIPTION  OF  RBSERVOIR,  STAND  PIPE,  BOILER 
HOUSE,  ENGINES  AND  INTAKE  PIPES. 


Reservoir. 

The  reservoir  was  constructed  in  1873  and  is  about  two  miles  distant 
from  the  jmrnping  station,  the  bottom  of  which  is  210  feet  from  alx>ve  the 
zero  level  of  the  water  in  the  Imy,  and  when  the  water  is  carrietl  to  a  depth 
of  27  feet,  holds  32,952,934  gallons  of  water. 

Stand  Pipe. 

The  stand  pipe  was  erect-ed  in  1868.  It  is  five  feet  in  diameter  and  259.65 
feet  in  height.  A  spiral  staircase  surrounds  it  and  all  enclosed  in  brick. 
So  far  as  we  know,  this  is  the  tallest  stand  pipe  in  the  world. 

Boiler  House. 

The  boiler  house  was  erected  in  1897  and  is  74  feet  wide,  102  feet  long, 
and  25  feet  from  floor  line  to  bottom  of  cords  to  roof.  On  the  north  side 
eight  horizontal  tubular  boilers  are  installed  in  batteries  of  two  each.  The 
boilers  are  72  inches  in  diameter,  18  feet  long,  without  domes,  and  contain 
80  4-inch  lap  welded  tul)e8,  capable  of  carrying  150  lbs.  pressure  to  the  s<iuare 
inch. 

On  the  south  side  of  the  house  can  be  erected  an  equal  number  of  the 
same  size  boilers,  but  until  these  are  required  the  room  in  used  for  storing 
coal;  the  bins  now  in  place  hold  800  tons  of  coal. 

On  the  north  side  of  the  boiler  house,  near  the  east  end,  is  a  self-sustain- 
ing steel  plate  chimney,  175  feet  high,  75  inches  internal  diameter,  lined 
with  fire-brick  to  a  height  of  80  feet.     The  chimney  wa.**  erected  in  1897. 

Enfirines. 

There  are  ^\e  pumping  engines. 

Nos.  1  and  2  are  Cornish  Bull  Pumps,  erected  in  1868;  alike  in  their 
dimensions,  which  are  as  follows:  Steam  cylinders,  60  inches  in  diameter; 
Pump  Plunger,  20Ji  inches  in  diameter,  each  lO-foot  stroke,  capacity  l)eing 
165  gallons  per  stroke,  pumping  2,000,000  gallons  daily.  These  jnimps  are 
out  of  commission,  the  cost  for  repairs  being  greater  than  tliey  are  worth. 

No.  3  is  a  Gaskill  Horizontal  ComiM>und  Pumping  Engine,  erected  in 
1886,  having  two  H.  P.  Cylinders,  21  inches  in  diameter,  two  L.  P.  Cylin- 
ders, 42  inches  in  diameter,  two  pumps  19^  inches  in  diameter,  all  36-inch 
stroke;  capacity  being  182  gallons  per  revolution,  pumping  5.000,000  gallons 
daily. 

No.  4  is  a  Worthington  Horizontal  Compound  High  Duty  Pumping 
Engine  erected  in  1893,  having  tw^o  H.  P.  Cylinders,  33  inches  in  diameter, 
two  L.  P.  Cylinders,  66  inches  in  diameter,  two  pump^,  29  inches  in  diameter, 
all  49Ji-inch  stroke;  capacity  being  552  gallon?*  per  stroke,  pumping  12,000,- 
000  gallons  per  day,  at  a  piston  speed  of  128  feet  ])er  minute,  against  a  head 
of  260  feet. 

No.  5  is  a  Worthington  Horizontal  Compound  High  Duty  Pnmi)ing 
Engine,  erected  in  1899,  having  two  H.  P.  Steam  Cylinders?,  each  25  inches

in  diameter;  two  L.  P.  Cylinders,  each  50  inclus  in  diameter,  two  double 
acting  water  plungers,  each  23  inches  in  diameter,  all  36-inch  stroke;  capacity 
being  264  gallons  per  stroke,  pumping  8,000,000  gallons  per  day,  at  a  piston 
speeil  of  136  feet  per  minute,  against  a  total  load  of  142  pounds  per  wpiare 
inch  (a  head  of  328  feet). 

The  regular  employees  at  the  pumping  works  are  one  chief  engineer, 
one  machinist,  two  atsistant  engineers,  three  greasers,  three  firemen,  one 
assistant  fireman,  one  watchman  and  keeper  of  grounds,  and  one  janitor. 
The  chief  engineer  stands  a  watch  of  five  hours,  from  7  to  12  every  forenoon; 
the  assistants  divide  the  remainder  of  each  day  eciually  between  them. 

Intake  Pipes. 

There  are  two  intakes,  one  constnicted  in  1868,  of  which  52  feet  is  brick 
14  feet  in  diameter,  590  feet  is  wood  4Ji  feet  in  diameter,  and  333  feet  is 
boiler  iron  4  feet  in  diameter,  making  a  total  length  of  975  feet.  The  top 
of  the  outer  end  of  this  intake  is  four  feet  below  the  zero  level  of  the  bay, 
and  as  it  approaches  the  shore  ascends  until  the  top  is  only  two  feet  above 
the  zero  level  'of  the  bay.  I'his  intake  has  not  been  used  since  the  new  one  was 
completed^  and  as  the  part  made  of  wood  has  not  been  submerged  for  some  time  it 
is  undoubtedly  past  use. 

The  second  intake  was  completed  in  1896.  It  is  made  of  cast  iron,  60 
inches  internal  diameter,  8,307.18  feet  long,  buried  in  the  bottom  of  the  bay; 
at  no  place  is  there  less  than  three  feet  of  earth  over  its  top.  The  outer  end 
terminates  in  an  octagonal  crib,  40  feet  being  its  extreme  width,  and  8  feet 
high,  the  top  being  13  feet  below  the  zero  level  of  the  bay.  So  far  as  we 
know,  tl  is  is  the  lorgest  single  piece  of  submerged  60-inch  last  iron  pipe  in 
the  world.

Summary  and  Conolusions. 

A  complete  voltmeter  survey  between  the  trolley  trackz^  and  piping 
system  of  a  city  such  as  has  been  made  in  Erie,  reveals  for  one  thing  the 
cnaracter  and  efficiency  of  the  rails  as  a  return  conductor  in  all  parts  of  a 
city. 

The  rails  by  necessity  are  in  connection  with  the  earth,  and  the  water 
mains  are  imbedded  in  the  same  streets  a  few  feet  away.  The  earth  between 
the  two  metals  is  usually  a  good  conductor  of  electricity,  hence  we  liave  the 
condition  of  two  paths  by  which  the  current  will  flow,  and  even  when 
tracks  are  well  constructed  and  the  bonding  well  maintained,  currrent  will 
leave  them  to  some  extent  and  pass  through  the  earth  to  the  water  and  gas 
mains,  through  which  it  will  flow  until  it  reaches  favorable  conditions  tor 
again  leaving  them  and  returning  to  the  rails.  This  return  to  the  rails  is 
usually  most  marked  in  the  vicinity  of  the  power  house  but  is  often  found 
in  other  parts  of  a  city. 

Where  the  current  leaves  rails,  pipes,  or  other  metals,  damage  by  €»k»c- 
trolysis  is  caused,  and  not  where  it  enters  them. 

The  results  of  the  survey  in  Erie  show  to  a  marked  degree  the  compara- 
tive difference  between  a  good  rail  return,  and  a  verv  poor  rail  return. 
While  even  the  best  constructed  and  best  byndeii  tract  will  always  show- 
more  or  less  jmssing  of  current  from  rails  to  mains  and  vice  versa.  Tho.«*e 
tracks  that  have  b^n  neglecte<l  and  are  poor  conductors  of  electricity,  show- 
pro  j)ortionately  greater  escape  and  consequent  larger  opportunity  for  causing 
serious  damage  to  the  water  pipes. 

Those  lines  in  the  city  which  show  acute  indications  of  escape  and  con- 
sequently poor  track  return  are  East  Twenty-sixth  street,  West  Twenty-sixth 
street.  West  Twelfth  street  beyond  Chestnut  street,  an<i  P^ast  Sixth  street. 
Also  of  the  six  railway  grade  crossings  examined,  three  are  found  to  l)e  prac- 
tically *•  oi)en,"  so  far  as  the  trolley  rails  l>eing  conductors  of  electricity  are 
conc«rne<l,  2^  follows:  Peach  street  near  Union  Station,  East  Sixth  street, 
and  P^t  Eleventh  street.     These  are  explained  in  detail. 

The  tracks  of  the  P^t  Sixth  street  line  when  the  tests  were  made  were 
found  to  l>e  .such  poor  conductors  that  practically  no  current  would  flow- 
through  theni,  the  earth  and  pipes  in  the  street  beins;  the  only  j>ath  by 
which  current  could  pass — a  new  departure  from  usual  experience.  Another 
practical  illustration  of  this  unl)onded  track  is  the  recent  accident  near  Wal- 
lace street  where  horses  were  thrown  to  the  ground  by  their  feet  coming  in 
contact  with  the  rails  each  side  of  defective  jointw. 

At  the  examination  of  the  r2-inch  main  near  Holland  street,  and  also  the 
6-inch  main  on  French  street  on  this  car  route,  some  electrolytic  damage  to 
pipes  in  lx)th  places  were  found  as  explained.  The  12-inch  main  in  Twenty- 
sixth  street  appears  to  \w  carrying  about  all  of  the  return  current  instead  of  the 
rails.  The  repairs  to  this  track  up  to  almut  this  |)oint  are  likely  to  create  a 
positive  condition,  where  the  new  rails  cea.se  and  the  old  rails  begin. 

"West  Twenty-sixth  Street  Line. 

This  is  regarde<l  as  the  most  im])ortant  of  any  of  the  s|>ecial  danger 
locations  in  the  city  for  the  reason  that  the  largest  of  the  city's  water  mains 
is  in  this  street.  ( See  Map  "  C." )  Over  these  mains  are  placed  the  tracks. 
Current  flow  from  the  rails  of  this  road  to  and  through  the  water  mains  has 
l)een  identified  as  far  north  as  the  pumping  station.  It  is  regarded  as  un- 
fortunate that  trolley  tracks  are  located  at  all  on  this  portion  of  the  street 
between  Chestnut  and  Cherry  streets,  as  owing  to  the  three  large  main!",  the 
20-inch,  8()-inch  and  24-inch,  l^esides  a  12-inch,  offering  a  conducti\ity  far 
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better  than  any  perfectly  bonded  trai^k,  current  will  escai)e  and  flow  throu>?h 
them  and  a  larjere  jmrt  of  the  piping  system  from  the  extreme  southern  part 
of  the  citv  to  the  extreme  northern,  where  the  power  hou»e  is  located.  The 
present  defective  cxjndition  of  the  tracks,  of  course,  greatly  aggravates  the 
situation. 

As  a  measure  of  wnne  relief  this  line  should  be  e(iuipi)e<l  with  the  best 
bouiied  tracks,  such  as  the  cast  welde<i  joints,  or  electric  welded,  and  they 
should  also  be  connected  in  the  vicinity  of  the  reservoir  with  an  overhead 
supplemental  wire  miming  directly  to  the  iKJwer  house. 

This  would  have  the  effect  of  reducing  the  current  flow  now  passing 
through  the  \ar^  mains  on  Chestnut  an<l  Walnut  stnn^ts  to  the  pumping 
station  thence  to  the  power  house.  These  mains,  as  shown  in  Map  *'A," 
now  offer  a  direct  path  for  current  flow  in  that  direction. 

Oonclusions. 

First.  The  electric  current  discovered  upon  the  water  mains  of  vour 
system  and  causing  them  injury  has  clearly  been  identified  as  coming  from 
the  tnu^ks  of  the  Erie  Motor  Company. 

Second.  A  complete  remedy  from  further  damage  would  be  for  the 
railway  company  to  abandon  the  tracks  as  a  return  and  adopt  what  is  known 
as  the  double  trolley  system,  as  more  or  less  injury  will  continue  so  long  as 
the  tracks  are  used  as  a  part  of  the  electric  circuit. 

Third.  With  a  view  to  checking  the  electrolytic  action  where  it  is  the 
most  acute  it  is  re8|)ectfully  recommended  that  the  attention  of  the  railway 
com|>anv  be  CAlle<l  to  the  specially  defective  points  in  their  system  herein 
spei'ifleJ,  and  that  they  be  requested  to  make  such  imme<liate  repairs  as  the 
conditions  call  for. 

The  samples  of  pii>e  damage<l  by  electrolysis  submitted  to  vou,  an<l  the 
damage  found  upon  the  piiHJS  where  uncovered,  are  evidence  tliat  this  cor- 
rosive acrtion  is  certainly  present  at  other  and  unknown  places  ui>on  the 
system. 

0|>erating  electric  cars  upon  wholly  inefficient  track  returns,  such  as  un- 
Ixmded  rails  as  has  l)een  shown  to  exLst,  and  specifie<l  in  a  number  of  cases 
in  this  report,  is  a  peculiar  menace  to  the  safety  of  the  water  ]>ipin^?  system. 
This  also  applies  to  the  Erie  Traction  Company  to  the  extent  where  their 
ears  run  through  Mvrtle  and  adjoining  streets. 

There  is  some  <faDger  also  to  human  life  at  the  broad  railroatl  crossings 
at  East  Sixth  and  East  Eleventh  streets,  where  under  c<mditions  of  frozen 
grf»und  in  winter,  or  dry  weather  in  warmer  seasons,  a  car  imiy,  through 
|MX)r  earth  contact,  lose  its  power  when  on  a  crossing  ami  liable  to  1h'  run 
down' by  a  iML^sing  train.  If  fast  tiirough  trains  were  run  over  this  steiun 
road  iastead  of  freight  trains  as  now,  the  damrer  would  he  much  greater. 
When  a  trolley  car  was  passing  over  either  of  these  cros^^iugs  their  effect  was 
notictni  in  the  '*  broken  variaticuLs"  at  a  consi<lerable  distance. 

The  crossing  found  defective  near  the  Union  Station  at  Ptach  streit  is 
mainly  resiK^nsible  for  the  diversion  of  current  to  the  steam  tracks,  thence 
to  the  iron  bridge  over  State  stnH»t  and  out  at  the  lower  ends  of  the  anchor 
bolts  which  secure  the  pillars  to  the  stone  i)iers,  where  undoubted  electroly- 
tic action  is  in  prc^ref»s. 

The  water  mam  at  this  railway  crossing  in  Peach  street  is  tnn  far  t<»  one 
Hide  of  the  trolley  tracks  to  Ix?  made  an  "electrical  bridj^e*'  an;l  to  receive 
lateral  damage  as  the  tests  show.  The  same  may  l>e  said  of  tlu'  water  main 
at  the  East  Sixth  Street  crossing. 

At  the  Vja»t  Eleventh  street  crossing,  the  case  is  diffen-nt.  and  electroly- 
tic damage  would  probably  now  l>e  found  upon  the  pipe  if  uncovered  near 
the  western  side  of  the  crossing. 

The  trolley  current  discovered  flowing  through  the  mains  at  the  pnnij)ing 
station  may  be  considen^  in  the  same  light  as  an  undesirable  tenant;  while 
ii*>  immediate  damage  through  electrolytic  action  in  the  ])iiK*s  or  machinery 
is  apprehended,  it  creates  a  possible  conditi(>n  for  harm  at  points  whi<'})  can- 
not be  examined,  such  as  the  inside  of  pipe  joints  or  j)laces  in  the  machinerv 
tliat  are  inaccessable.     Lower  differences  of   [>  »tential  than  f(»und  at  this

We  herewith  sabmit  the  thirty- sixth  annual  report  of  this  de- 
partment, for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1902.

The  increase  in  the  receipts  of  the  department  for  the  year  1902 
from  water  amounted  to  the  sum  of  $9,405.24,  from  other  sources, 
$2,316.60,  making  the  total  increase  in  the  receipts  the  sum  of  $11,- 
721.84. 

The  amount  of  water  pumped  was  3,224,360,754  gallons,  an  in- 
crease over  the  previous  year  of  34,  335,838  gallons. 

The  daily  average  pumpage  was  8,833,865  gallons.  The  daily 
average  per  capita  pumpage,  based  upon  a  population  of  56,483,  wrs 
156.4  gallons. 
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The  daily  average  lift  for  the  low  service  system  was  236.40 
feet. 

The  daily  average  lift  for  the  high  service  system  was  276.05  feet. 

Three  and  one-eighth  miles  of  new  mains  were  laid  during  the 
past  season,  making  the  total  length  of  mains  in  use  December  31 , 
1902,  113%  miles. 

The  accounts  of  the  water  department  have  not  been  audited  for 
six  years,  and  in  the  meantime  several  changes  have  occurred  in  the 
personnel  of  the  board.  We  reiterate  the  request  that  our  accounts  be 
audited  annually. 

The  most  important  problem  which  confronts  the  department  is 
how  to  furnish  the  city  with  water  which  is  free  from  sewage  contami- 
nation. 

This  problem  might  be  solved  by  the  adoption  of  any  of  the  fol- 
lowing plans,  viz.:  1.  The  construction  of  an  intercepting  sewer 
along  the  city  front  which  would  prevent  any  sewage  from  entering 
the  bay.  2.  The  construction  of  a  filtration  plant.  3.  The  extension 
of  the  intake  pipe  into  Lake  Erie. 

For  the  period  of  twenty- two  years  this  department  has  annually 
called  the  attention  of  your  Honorable  bodies  to  the  gradual  pollution 
of  the  water  in  the  bay  by  the  sewage  from  the  city,  and  urged  the 
construction  of  an  intercepting  sewer.  One  year  ago  we  offered  to 
bear  a  large  proportion  of  the  expense  which  would  be  incurred  by  the 
city  in  the  construction  of  an  intercepting  sewer  and  a  sewage  disposal 
plant,  notwithstanding  we  believe  it  to  be  the  duty  of  the  city  to  take 
care  of  its  sewage. 

The  city  has  not  taken  any  steps  to  bring  about  this  much  needed 
improvement,  and  we  are  forced  to  abandon  all  hope  of  its  accomplish- 
ment. The  contamination  of  the  water  in  the  bay  will  increase  as  the 
city  grows  and  the  lands  west  of  the  city  are  improved. 

The  filtration  of  water  is  often  necessary,  especially  when  a  sup- 
ply of  pure  water  cannot  be  had,  but  it  may  be  seriously  questioned 
whether  it  would  be  wise  to  filter  water  known  to  be  contaminated  with 
city  sewage,  when  a  supply  of  uncontaminated  water  is  near  at  hand 
and  available. 

Filtration  has  its  limitations,  but  if  thoroughly  performed  it  will 
destroy  the  germs  of  typhoid  fever  or  cholera;  boiling  water  will  ac- 
complish the  same  results  and  prevent  the  transmission  of  those  dis- 
eases through  contaminated  water,  but  it  is  exceedingly  doubtful 
whether  either  or  both  together  can  make  contaminated  water  entirely 
innocuous.  Sand  filtration,  if  properly  performed,  removes  from  water 
the  bacteria  of  disease,  and  boiling  kills  all  li\dng  germs,  but  there  arc 
soluble  toxins  found  in  contaminated  waters  which  filtering  does  not 
remove  and  which  boiling  does  not  neutralize.      They  will  not  cause 

typhoid  fever  or  cholera,  but  they  may  create  other  grave  troubles  in 
ll:e  stomach,  kidneys  and  other  organs. 
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Therefore  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  it  would  be  unwise  for  us  to 
continue  to  take  the  water  supply  for  the  city  from  the  bay,  where  it 
is  contaminated  with  sewage,  and  attempt  to  purify  it  by  filtration. 

We  belieye  it  would  be  better  to  extend  the  intake  pipe  one  mile 
into  Lake  Erie  and  get  the  purest  water  available  to  start  with,  and 
then  to  construct  sedimentation  basins  in  the  peninsula  where  the  lake 
water  can  be  stored  and  clarified. 

We  have  consulted  Geo.  Y.  Wisner,  C.  E.  of  Detroit,  Michigan,  an 
eminent  engineer  of  large  experience  in  hydraulic  engineering,  also  Dr. 
Wm.  P.  Mason,  professor  of  Chemistry  Rensselaer  Polytechnic  Insti- 
tute whose  reports  may  be  found  elsewhere  in  full  accord  with  our 
contemplated  improvements. 

In  October  last  we  employed  Geo.  H.  Fenkell,  C.  E.,  who  was  as- 
sistant engineer  of  the  Detroit  Water  Works.  He  has  been  engaged 
in  making  surveys  of  the  peninsula,  studying  the  ice  formation,  mak- 
ing borings  in  the  sand  and  the  preparation  of  the  plans  and  specifica- 
tions for  the  extension  of  the  intake  pipe  into  Lake  Erie. 

It  is  our  duty  to  throw  all  possible  safe  guards  around  the  sources 
of  our  water  supply.  The  time  may  come  when  it  will  be  necessary  to 
filter  the  Lake  water,  and  in  that  event  we  have  a  portion  of  the  penin- 
sula sufficiently  large  upon  which  to  install  a  filtration  plant. 

At  the  foot  of  Chestnut  street,  near  to  the  Pumping  Station,  we 
reclaimed  a  piece  of  land  and  constructed  a  swimming  pool,  which  is 
open  to  the  public  during  the  bathing  season.  It  is  75  feet  wide,  155 
feet  long,  the  depth  varying  from   18  inches  to  7  feet. 

It  was  late  in  the  season  before  it  was  completed,  but  it  is  very 
popular  and  affords  a  safe  place  where  children  may  learn  to  swim.

Sprinkling  for  any  purpose  will  ONLY  be  allowed  on  premises 
where  water  is  taken  and  paid  for,  for  domestic  or  other  inside  use. 
The  sprinkling  season  is  from  May  1st  to  November  1st,  in  each 
vear. 

There  is  no  fractional  part  of  a  sprinkling  season. 

It  will  cost  as  much  to  sprinkle  but  once  at  any  time  durin;r  the 
sprinkling  season  as  it  will  to  sprinkle  each  day,  at  the  prescribed 
hours,  during  the  entire  season. 

Sprinkling  must  be  confined  to  the  hours  between  5  and  8  A.  M., 
12  and  1  P.  M.  and  5  and  8  P.  M.,  nor  during  said  intervals  more 
tlian  one  hour  at  a  time.  Persons  who  exceed  one  hour  may  be 
charged  at  fountain  rates  or  held  liable  for  violation  of  the  rules, 
at  the  option  of  the  Commissioners. 

The  inside  diameter  of  hose  used  for  sprinkling  purposes  must 
not  be  more  than  three-quarters  of  an  inch,  and  the  inside  diameter 
of  the  orifice  to  the  nozzle  of  the  same  must  not  be  more  than 
one-quarter  of  an  inch.  The  use  of  leaky  or  defective  lior>e  is 
prohibited. 

No  person  will  be  allowed  to  sprinkle  adjoining  or  opposite 
premises,  nor  to  use  the  water  from  any  hose  attachment,  or 
through  any  hose  for  any  purpose  not  authorized  by  the  Commis- 
sioners. All  sprinkling  devices  not  held  in  the  hand  when  used 
shall  be  classed  as  fountains,  or  fountain  jets,  and  assessed  accord- 
ingly, hut  not  less  than  double  sprinkling  rates. 

Fountains,  fountain  jets,  etc.,  will  be  assessed  according  to  the 
inside  diameter  of  its  principal  part  or  parts,  and  for  a  continuous 
flow  during  the  entire  sprinkling  season. 

Hose  must  not  be  used  for  cleaning  streets  or  street  gutters, 
for  washing  away  collections  of  leaves,  heaps  of  dirt  or  offal,  or 
flooding  streets. 
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Sprinkling  fixtures,  to  which  hose  can  be  attached,  no  matter 
where  located  on  any  premises,  makes  said  premises  assessable  for 
sprinkling. 

All  plumbing  from  the  curb  line  inward  must  be  done  by  a 
licensed  plumber. 

Water  fixtures  will  be  assessed  for  each  and  every  purpose 
available,  and  for  each  family  or  establishment  within  the  enclosure 
or  separated  only  by  a  door,  gateway  or  other  means  of  easy  com- 
munication. 

No  abatement  of  charges  shall  be  allowed  for  vacancy  of  premises 
except  jfrom,  the  date  that  notice  has  been  given  at  the  office  of  the 
Commissioners  of  Water  Works  that  they  are  unoccupied. 

The  Commissioners  may  limit  or  stop  the  supply  of  water  in 
cases  of  emergency,  and  shut  it  off  for  repairs  or  extensions,  they 
being  the  judges  of  the  time  and  necessity.  Neither  the  Commis- 
sioners nor  the  City  of  Erie  shall  be  liable  in  damages  for  any  in- 
sufficient supply  of  City  Water. 

For  each  and  every  violation  of  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
Water  Works,  the  offending  party  will  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not 
less  than  five  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars.

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DESORIPTION  OF  RESERVOIR,  STAND  PIPE,  BOILER 
HOUSE,    ENGINES,  INTAKE  PIPES  AND 

SWIMMINa  POOL. 


Reservoir. 

The  reservoir  was  constructed  in  1873  and  is  about  two  miles 
distant  from  the  pumping  station,  the  bottom  of  which  is  210  feet 
from  above  the  zero  level  of  the  water  in  the  bay,  and  when  the 
water  is  carried  to  a  depth  of  27  feet,  holds  32,952,934  gallons  of 
water. 

Stand  Pipe. 

The  stand  pipe  was  erected  in  1868.  It  is  five  feet  in  dia- 
meter and  259.65  feet  in  height.  A  spiral  staircase  surrounds  it 
and  all  enclosed  in  brick.  So  far  as  we  know,  this  is  the  tallest 
stand  pipe  in  the  world. 

Boiler  Hoiuie. 

The  boiler  house  was  erected  in  1897  and  is  74  feet  wide,  102 
feet  long,  and  25  feet  from  floor  line  to  bottom  of  cords  to  roof.  On  the 
north  side  eight  horizontal  tubular  boilers  are  installed  in  batteries 
of  two  each.  The  boilers  are  72  inches  in  diameter,  18  feet  long, 
without  domes,  and  contain  80  4-inch  lap  welded  tubes,  capable  of 
carrying  150  lbs.  pressure  to  the  square  inch. 

On  the  south  side  of  the  house  can  be  erected  an  equal  number  of 
the  same  size  boilers,  but  until  these  are  required  the  room  is  used 
for  storing  coal;  the  bins  now  in  place  hold  800  tons  of  coal. 

On  the  north  side  of  the  boiler  house,  near  the  the  east  end, 
is  a  self-sustaining  steel  plate  chimney,  175  feet  high,  75  inches 
internal  diameter,  lined  with  fire-brick  to  a  height  of  80  feet.  The 
chimney  was  erected  in  1897. 

Engines. 

There  are  five  pumping  engines. 

Nos.  1  and  2  are  Cornish  Bull  Pumps,  erected  in  1868;  alike  in 
their  dimension,  which  are  as  follows :  Steam  cylinders,  60  inches  in 
diameter;  Pump  Plunger,  20 Vi  inches  in  diameter,  each  10-foot  stroke, 
capacity  being  165  gallons  per  stroke,  pumping  2,000,000  gallons 
daily.  These  pumps  are  out  of  commission,  the  cost  for  repairs 
being  greater  than  they  are  worth. 

No.  3  is  a  Gaskill  Horizontal  Compound  Pumping  Engine, 
erected  in  1886,  having  two  H.  P.  Cylinders,  21  inches  in  diameter, 
two  L.  P.  Cylinders,  42  inches  in  diameter,  two  pumps  191/^  inches 
in  diameter,  all  36-inch  stroke;  capacity  being  182  gallons  per  rev- 
olution, pumping  5,000,000  gallons  daily. 
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No.  4,  is  a  Worthington  Horizontal  Compound  High  Duty  Pump- 
ing Engine  erected  in  1893,  having  two  H.  P.  Cylinders,  33  inches  in 
diameter,  two  L.  P.  Cylinders,  66  inches  in  diameter,  two  pumps,  29 
inches  in  diameter,  all  49%-inch  stroke;  capacity  being  552  gallons 
per  stroke,  pumping  12,000,000  gallons  per  day,  at  a  piston  speed 
of  128  feet  per  minute,  against  a  head  of  260  feet. 

No.  5  is  a  Worthington  Horizontal  Compound  High  Duty  Pump- 
ing Engine,  erected  in  1899,  having  two  H.  P.  Steam  Cylinders,  each 
25  inches  in  diameter;  two  L.  P.  Cylinders,  each  50  inches  in  dia- 
meter, two  double  acting  water  plungei's,  each  23  inches  in  diameter, 
all  36-inch  stroke;  capacity  being  264  gallons  per  stroke,  pumping 
8,000,000  gallons  per  day,  at  a  piston  speed  of  136  feet  per  minute, 
against  a  total  load  of  142  pounds  per  square  inch  (a  head  of  328 
feet). 

The  regular  employes  at  the  pumping  works  are  one  chief  en- 
gineer, one  machinist,  two  assistant  engineers,  three  greasers,  three 
firemen,  one  assistant  fireman,  one  watchman  and  keeper  of  grounds 
and  one  janitor.  The  chief  engineer  stands  a  watch  of  five  hours, 
from  7  to  12  every  forenoon;  the  assistants  divide  the  remainder  of 
each  day  equally  between  them. 

Intake  Pipes. 

There  are  two  intakes,  one  constructed  in  1868,  of  which  52  feet 
is  brick  14  feet  in  diameter,  590  feet  is  wood  4^4  feet  in  diameter, 
and  333  feet  is  boiler  iron  4  feet  in  diameter,  making  a  total  length 
of  975  feet.  The  top  of  the  outer  end  of  this  intake  is  four  feet 
below  the  zero  level  of  the  bay,  and  as  it  approaches  the  shore  as- 
cends until  the  top  is  only  two  feet  above  the  zero  level  of  the  bay. 
Th\$  intake  has  not  been  used  since  the  neio  one  was  completed^  and 
as  the  part  made  of  wood  has  not  be'm  submerged  for  some  time  it 
if  undoubtedly  past  use. 

The  second  intake  was  completed  in  1806.  It  is  made  of  cast 
iron,  60  inches  internal  diameter, 8,307.18 feet  long, buried  in  the  bot- 
tom of  the  bay;  at  no  place  is  there  less  than  three  feet  of  earth 
over  its  top.  The  outer  end  terminates  in  an  octagonal  crib,  40 
feet  being  its  extreme  width,  and  8  feet  his^h,  the  ton  being  13  feet 
below  the  zero  level  of  the  bay.  So  far  as  we  know,  this  is  the 
longest  single  piece  of  submerged  60-iuch  cast  iron  pipe  in  the 
world. 

Swimining  Pool. 

The  Swimming  Pool  was  built  on  land  reclaimed  at  the  foot  of 
Chestnut  street,  near  the  Pumping  Station,  in  the  early  part  of 
1902.  The  interior  of  the  Pool  covers  a  space  75  feet  wide  and  155 
feet  long,  lined  with  Portland  Cement.  The  depth  of  water  ranges 
from  1  6-12  to  6  9-12  feet,  and  is  supplied  from  a  four-inch  water 
pipe.  On  the  west  side  of  the  Pool,  there  are  thirty-four  cabinets, 
each  3  1-2x5  feet,  also  an  attendant's  room  15x5  feet.

Gbntlbmen  : — Enclosed  I  send  you  averages  for  the  analytical 
results  obtained  by  the  examination  of  samples  of  water  from  Lake 
Erie  and  from  the  new  intake  in  the  bay  during  the  past  two  years. 
There  is  no  question  but  that  the  lake  furnishes  the  better  water  of 
the  two,  excepting  so  far  as  appearance  is  concerned.  The  lake  water 
is  uniformly  more  clouded  with  white  turbidity  than  waters  from  the 
other  sampling  points. 

Allow  me  to  say,  in  passing,  that  I  have  uniformly  observed  great 
improvement  to  obtain  by  the  storage  of  water  in  your  settling  res- 
ervoir. Should  you  take  water  from  the  lake,  I  would  strongly  recom- 
mend that  you  give  it  an  opportunity  to  clear  itself  by  reservoir  sed- 
imentation, it  being  my  opinion,  already  expressed  to  you,  that  the 
tendency  of  the  public  is  very  strongly  setting  towards  a  demand  for 
a  good  looking  water  as  well  as  one  which  is  wholesome.  It  may  be 
even  posible  that  at  some  future  day  this  demand  for  a  perfectly  clear 
water  may  oblige  you  to  construct  a  filtering  plant,  even  though  it  be 
only  for  the  sake  of  improving  the  a[)pearance  of  the  water. 

Sedimentation  basins  might  be  readily  constructed  upon  the 
peninsula  and  the  settled  water  pumped  to  the  city.  Later,  should 
you  desire  to  do  so,  a  filtering  plant  might  be  constructed  near  the 
same  locality,  and  filtereti  water  pumped  to  the  consumer.

To  the  Honorable  Commissioners  of  Water  Works,  Erie,  Penn  'a. : 

Gentlemen:— In  compliance  with  your  request,  I  visited  Erie  and 
looked  over  your  plant  and  proposed  plans  for  extension  of  water 
works  intake,  on  July  15th  and  16th,  and  beg  to  submit  the  following 
report  relative  to  existing  conditions  of  the  city  water  supply,  and 
the  necessary  measures  to  adopt  in  order  to  secure  a  pure  and  whole- 
some supply  for  the  future. 

Erie  Harbor,  in  its  orginal  condition,  was  an  ideal  settling  basin 
for  a  water  supply,  in  .which  the  water  of  the  lake  was  both  clari- 
fied and  punfied,  but  with  the  growth  of  the  City,  it  has  been  pol- 
luted with  sewage  and  the  waste  from  manufacturing  plants  to  such 
an  extent  as  to  make  its  use  for  domestic  purposes  dangerous  to  pub- 
lic health. 

The  bay  is  about  4^/^  miles  long  and  has  an  area  of  about  51/2 
square  miles,  on  two  square  miles  of  which  the  water  is  from  twen- 
ty to  twenty-six  feet  deep.  The  bay  is  practically  land-locked,  ex- 
cept at  the  entrance  channel,  through  w^hich  the  water  of  the  lake 
flows  in  and  out  as  the  lake  rises  and  falls  from  the  action  of  the 
wind. 

With  the  increase  of  population  and  manufacturing  plants  in  the 
City  of  Erie,  the  discharge  from  sewers  has  gradually  polluted  the 
water  until  some  parts  of  the  harbor  are  little  less  than  a  diluted 
cess-pool,  and  instead  of  a  cJear  and  wholesome  supply  existintc 
immediately  in  front  of  the  pumping  plant,  as  was  the  case  when 
the  works  were  established,  the  water  of  the  entire  bay  is  more  or 
less  polluted  at  all  times. 

A  general  knowledge  of  the  present  conditions  is  sufficient  on 
which  to  base  the  conclusion  that  a  radical  change  in  the  source  of 
supply  is  absolutely  necessary,  but  in  order  to  show  the  effect  of  sew- 
age on  the  water  of  the  bay,  the  following  table  giving  the  analysis 
of  the  lake  and  harbor  water  for  different  dates,  has  been  compiled 
from  the  reports  of  Commissioners  of  Water  Works. 
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With  water  coming  from  the  same  lake  the  relative  amount  of 
chlorine  contained  in  the  different  samples  indicates  the  amount  of 
sewage  contamination,  while  the  increase  of  the  free  ammonia  and  al- 
buminoid ammonia  indicates  organic  pollution  of  the  bay  water  both 
from  sewage  aand  decaying  vegetable  matter. 

It  will  be  noted  that  in  all  cases  the  amount  of  chlorine  in  the 
water  from  the  bay  and  from  the  water  works  pipes  is  in  excess  of 
that  in  the  lake  water,  and  that  the  free  ammonia  and  album- 
inoid ammonia  in  the  water  from  the  harbor  are  several  times  the 
amounts  in  the  lake  water. 

If  the  respective  samples  analyzed  by  Messrs.  Mason,  Cresson 
and  Cornwall,  in  June,  1892,  were  in  each  case  taken  at  the  same 
time  and  locality  for  each  set,  there  must  be  some  error  in  the  de- 
termination of  the  amount  of  free  ammonia  and  albuminoid  am- 
monia by  Dr.  Cresson,  as  the  parts  per  million  given  by  him  do  not 
agree  for  any  of  the  samples  with  those  determined  by  Profs.  Mason 
and  Cornwall,  and  besides,  it  is  largely  in  excess  of  the  amount  in 
the  lake,  imless  thoroughly  contaminated,  which  does  appear  to  be 
the  case  in  the  other  samples. 

Under  existing  conditions  there  seems  to  be  but  three  procedures 
open  to  your  commission  in  order  to  supply  the  (^ity  of  Erie  with 
clear  and  wholesome  water,  viz.: 

Ist.  To  discontinue  the  discharge  of  sewage  into  the  harbor,  by 
conducting  it  in  intercepting  sewei's  outside  the  harbor  entrance. 

2nd.    To  purify  the  water  of  the  bay  by  filtration. 

3rd.  To  extend  the  intake  pipe  to  deep  water  in  the  lake,  north 
of  the  Peninsula,  and  pass  the  water  through  large  settling  basins  on 
the  Peninsula  to  clarify  it  when  roily. 

From  the  experience  of  your  Honorable  Commission  in  the  past 
the  first  of  these  expedients  seems  impossible  to  accomplish,  at  least 
without  long  and  tedious  legal  proceedings. 

With  the  rapid  increase  in  population  and  manufacturing  plants 
of  the  City,  it  is  probable  that  the  pollution  of  the  harbor  water  in  a 
few  years  will  become  such  as  to  be  unsafe  for  domestic  purposes, 
even  when  filtered,  and  therefore,  to  procure  a  supply  of  water  from 
the  open  lake  seems  to  be  the  only  safe  solution  of  the  problem. 

If  at  any  time  in  the  future  it  is  found  desirable  to  furnish  the 
City  with  a  purer  supply  than  to  be  obtained  from  the  open  lake, 
it  will  be  far  better  to  purify  such  a  supply  from  the  lake  with 
slow  sand  filters  on  the  Peninsula  than  to  take  any  chances  with 
the  polluted  water  to  be  obtained  from  the  Erie  Harbor. 
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While  it  is  true  that  in  experimental  plants,  operated  by  special- 
ists, polluted  water  can  be  made  pure  and  wholesome,  plants  of 
dimensions  suitable  for  supplying  large  cities  do  not  give  at  all 
times  like  satisfactory  results,  and  it  is  generally  conceded  to  be  the 
duty  of  every  city  to  make  use  of  the  purest  supply  obtainable. 

In  the  case  for  the  City  of  Erie  such  a  supply  must  come  from 
the  deep  water  of  the  lake,  north  of  the  Peninsula.  The  20  ft.  curve 
in  the  lake  is  about  1,700  feet  from  the  shore,  and  the  34  ft.  depth 
at  about  3,800  feet,  at  the  location  where  the  intake  pipe  should  be 
laid,  and  as  sand  movement  from  wave  action  on  Lake  Erie  seldom 
extends  to  greater  depth  than  20  feet,  the  only  sediment  likely  to 
reach  an  intake  3,800  feet  from  the  shore,  would  be  fine  particles 
of  clay,  which  could  be  removed  in  the  settling  basms  on  the  Penin- 
sula. At  times  of  extreme  turbidity  a  small  amount  of  coagulent 
may  have  to  be  added  to  the  water  on  entering  the  settling  basins 
to  render  the  water  perfectly  clear  in  the  time  allowed  the  supply 
to  pass  through  the  basins. 

The  intake  crib  should  be  of  the  submerged  type,  and  should 
have  not  less  than  24  feet  of  water  over  top  of  crib,  and  be  provided 
with  intake  ports  on  the  sides  as  well  as  top  to  insure  against  stop- 
page from  anchor  ice. 

The  crib  should  be  imbedded  in  the  sand  about  10  feet  below  the 
bottom  of  the  lake,  and  after  placing  sliould  have  its  sides  revetted 
with  broken  stone  for  about  five  feet  above  lake  bottom. 

A  Ave  foot  steel  intake  pipe  constructed  with  butt  end  joints 
and  strap  covers,  will  be  ample  to  furnish  the  necessary  supply 
for  many  yeai*s  to  come,  and  when  an  additional  supply  may  be 
needed  it  will  be  much  better  to  then  lay  a  second  pipe  than  to 
undertake  to  put  down  a  large  intake  at  the  present  time. 

During  the  coming  winter  a  careful  study  should  be  made  of 
the  ice  action  in  the  lake  with  reference  to  determining  whether 
any  aiTangemeuts  for  removing  anchor  ice  from  the  intake  crib 
will  be  necessarv. 

The  effect  of  wave  action  and  lake  currents  in  eroding  the  shore 
of  the  Peninsula  is  well  known  and  should  be  carefully  guarded 
against  by  the  construction  of  several  jetties  or  groins  at  right 
angles  to  the  shore,  both  east  and  west  of  the  location  of  the  intake 
pipe.  Without  such  protection  the  intake  pipe  in  shallow  water 
might  become  uncovered  and  give  trouble. 

The  settling  basins  on  the  Peninsula  should  be  of  such  dimen- 
sions and  so  arranged  as  to  allow  all  sediment  in  the  lake  water  to 
settle  before  reaching  the  pipe  leading  from  the  basins  across  the 
bay  to  the  pumping  works. 
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Each  basin  should  be  surrounded  by  sheet  piling  to  sufficient 
depth  to  prevent  any  seep-water  reaching  the  basins  from  the  ad- 
jacent soily  and  all  ponds  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  basins 
should  be  filled  with  material  excavated  from  basins  during  con- 
struction. 

Presque  Isle  Peninsula  has  undoubtedly  been  formed  by  na- 
tural agencies  in  the  open  lake,  and  as  the  original  depths  at  the 
proposed  location  for  the  intake  pipe  was  probably  from  20  feet  to 
30  feet,  it  is  fair  to  presume  that  all  material  above  such  elevation 
has  been  deposited  by  wave  action.  For  all  depths  of  over  five  feet 
oelow  lake  level  pure  lake  sand  will  probably  be  found.  The  veget- 
able mold  above  this  sand  should  all  be  removed  on  the  immediate 
margin  surrounding  the  basins,  both  inside  and  outside  of  the  sheet 
piling. 

The  depth  to  which  the  sheet  piling  should  be  driven  cannot  be 
stated  until  the  proposed  surveys  and  examinations  now  underway 
are  completed. 

The  development  of  these  examinations  and  the  amount  of  data 
to  be  obtained  should  be  under  the  direct  supervision  of  a  com- 
petent engineer  whom  you  expect  to  have  make  the  detail  plans  for 
the  intake  pipe  and  crib. 

The  nature  and  scope  of  these  surveys  depend  largely  upon  the 
results  obtained  from  day  to  day,  especially  as  regards  the  char- 
acteristics of  the  materials  below  water  level  at  location  for  the 
settling  basins,  and  the  determination  of  the  best  location  for  the 
intake  crib  from  the  contours  of  the  lake  bottom. 

I  therefore  wish  to  urge  that  you  secure  the  services  of  a  com- 
petent engineer  at  the  earliest  date  consistent  with  giving  the  mat- 
ter of  selection  proper  consideration. 

In  this  connection,  I  wish  to  say  the  best  engineering  advice  is 
always  the  most  economical,  even  though  in  the  single  matter  of 
salary  it  may  not  be  the  cheapest  obtainable,  and  I  cannot  urge 
too  strongly  that  you  secure  the  services  of  an  engineer  who  can 
give  you  the  very  best  up-to-date  designs  for  your  structures,  and 
has  the  executive  ability  to  see  that  they  are  properly  constructed. 

In  order  to  obtain  water  from  the  lake  at  the  earliest  date  pos- 
sible, it  may  be  found  advisable  to  connect  up  the  intake  pipe  from 

the  crib  to  the  Peninsula  directly  with   the     pipe  leading  to   the 
pumping  works  at  the  City  before  the  settling  basins  are  completed. 

To  do  this,  the  necessary  valves  and  connections  will  have  to 
be  provided  for  in  making  designs  for  pipe  line  across  the  Penin- 
sula. 
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With  such  an  arrangement  the  water  would  not  be  clear  at  all 
times,  but  would  be  a  great  improvement  in  wholesomeness  over  the 
supply  now  in  use,  and  if  for  any  reason  the  settling  basins  cannot 
be  constructed  as  soon  as  the  pipe  line,  it  may  be  found  to  the  best 
interests  of  the  City  to  provide  for  such  an  arrangement.

The  increase  in  the  receipts  of  the  department  for  the 
year  1903,  from  water,  amounted  to  the  sum  of  $5,781.43,  from 
other  sources  $2,172.64. 

The  amount  of  water  pumped  was  3,315,335,518  gallons, 
an  increase  over  the  previous  year  of  90,974,764  gallons. 

The  daily  average  pumpage  was  9,083,110  gallons.  The 
daily  average  per  capita  pumpage  based  upon  a  population 
of  56,363  was  161. 15  gallons. 
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The  amount  of  water  furnished  by  meter  measurement  to 
manufactories  and  other  large  consumers  was  762,844,694 
gallons,  which  deducted  from  the  total  amount  of  water 
pumped  gives  the  approximate  amount  of  water  furnished  for 
domestic  use,  viz.,  2,552490,824  gallons,  or  a  daily  average 
per  capita  of  124  gallons. 

The  daily  average  lift  for  the  low  service  system  was 
236.09  feet,  and  for  the  high  service  system  273.11  feet. 

A  little  over  one  and  one-half  miles  of  new  mains  were 
laid,  making  the  total  length  of  mains  in  use  Dec.  31,  1903, 
115J4  miles. 

We  request  you  to  audit  the  accounts  of  the  department, 
this  important  duty  having  been  neglected  for  seven  years. 

The  sewage  from  the  city  continues  to  pollute  the  water 
in  the  bay,  from  which  the  supply  for  the  city  is  taken.  The 
city  not  having  taken  any  steps  to  care  for  its  sewage,  although 
requested  for  many  years  to  do  so,  this  department  has  com- 
mitted itself  to  the  plan  of  extending  the  intake  pipe  to  a  point 
in  Lake  Erie,  one  mile  north  of  the  Peninsula,  and  to  construct 
sedimentation  basins  in  the  Peninsula,  where  the  lake  water 
can  be  stored  and  clarified. 

The  State  of  Pennsylvania  has  conveyed  to  the  Commis- 
sioners one  hundred  and  seventy-five  acres  of  land  on  the 
Peninsula,  to  be  used  for  Water  Works  purposes.  The  Gen- 
eral Government  has  been  asked  to  convey  its  title  to  the  said 
tract  for  the  same  purposes. 

This  tract  of  land  is  very  valuable  to  the  city. 

The  plans  and  specifications  for  the  extension  of  the  in- 
take pipe  were  prepared  and  bids  invited  for  the  work,  but 
were  rejected  on  account  of  the  high  price  of  iron  and  the 
small  amount  of  money  on  hand.  We  hope  to  lay  one  section 
of  this  pipe  during  the  coming  season.  The  amount  of  money 
on  hand  and  available  for  this  work  on  Dec.  31,  1903,  amounted 

to  $104,855.09.

Sprinkling  for  any  purpose  will  ONLY  be  allowed  on  premises 
where  water  is  taken  and  paid  for,  for  domestic  or  other  inside  use. 
The  sprinkling  season  is  from  May  ist  to  November  ist,  in  each  year. 

There  is  no  fractional  part  of  a  sprinKling  season. 

It  will  cost  as  much  to  sprinkle  but  once  at  any  time  during  the 
sprinkling  season  as  it  will  to. sprinkle  each  day,  at  the  prescribed 
hours,  during  the  entire  season. 

Sprinkling  must  be  confined  to  the  hours  between  5  and  8  A.  M., 
12  and  I  P.  M.  and  5  and  8  P.  M.,  nor  during  said  intervals  more  than 
one  hour  at  a  time.  Persons  who  exceed  one  hour  may  be  charged 
at  fountain  rates  or  held  liable  for  violation  of  the  rules,  at  the  option 
of  the  Commissioners. 

The  inside  diameter  of  hose  used  for  sprinkling  purposes  must  not 
be  more  than  three-quarters  of  an  inch,  and  the  inside  diameter  of  the 
orifice  to  the  nozzle  of  the  same  must  not  be  more  than  one-quarter 
of  an  inch.    The  use  of  leaky  or  defective  hose  is  prohibited. 

No  person  will  be  allowed  to  sprinkle  adjoining  or  opposite 
premises,  nor  to  use  the  water  from  any  hose  attachment,  or  through 
any  hose  for  any  purpose  not  authorized  by  the  Commissioners.  All 
sprinkling  devices  not  held  in  the  hand  when  used  shall  be  classed  as 
fountains,  or  fountain  jets,  and  assessed  accordingly,  but  not  less  than 
double  sprinkling  rates» 

Fountains,  fountain  jets,  etc.,  will  be  assessed  according  to  the  in- 
side diameter  of  its  principal  part  or  parts,  and  for  a  continuous  flow 
during  the  entire  sprinkling  season.

Hose  must  not  be  used  for  cleaning  streets  or  street  gutters,  for 
washing  away  collections  of  leaves,  heaps  of  dirt  or  offal,  or  flooding 
streets. 

Sprinkling  fixtures,  to  which  hose  can  be  attached,  no  matter 
where  located  on  any  premises,  makes  said  premises  assessable  for 
sprinkling. 

All  plumbing  from  the  curb  line  inward  must  be  done  by  a  licensed 
plumber. 

Water  fixtures  will  be  assessed  for  each  and  every  purpose  avail- 
able, and  for  each  family  or  establishment  within  the  enclosure  or 
separated  only  by  a  door,  gateway  or  other  means  of  easy  communica- 
tion. 

No  abatement  of  charges  shall  be  allowed  for  vacancy  of  premises 
except  from  the  date  that  notice  has  been  given  at  the  office  of  the  Com- 
missioners of  Water  Works  that  they  are  unoccupied. 

The  Commissioners  may  limit  or  stop  the  supply  of  water  in  cases 
of  emergency,  and  shut  it  off  for  repairs  or  extentions,  they  being  the 
judges  of  the  time  and  necessity.  Neither  the  Commissioners  nor  the 
City  of  Erie  shall  be  liable  in  damages  for  any  insufficient  supply  of 
City  Water. 

For  each  and  every  violation  of  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
Water  Works,  the  offending  party  will  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  five  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars.

Reservoir. 

The  reservoir  was  constructed  in  1873  and  is  about  two  miles  dist- 
ant from  the  pumping  station,  the  bottom  of  which  is  210  feet  from 
above  the  zero  level  of  the  water  in  the  bay,  and  when  the  water  is 
carried  to  a  depth  of  27  feet,  holds  32,952,934  gallons  of  water. 

Stand  Pipe. 

The  stand  pipe  was  erected  in  1868.  It  is  five  feet  in  diameter  and 
259.65  feet  in  height.  A  spiral  stircase  surrounds  it  and  all  enclosed  in 
brick.    So  far  as  we  know,  this  is  the  tallest  stand  pipe  in  the  world. 

Boiler  House. 

The  boiler  house  was  erected  in  1897  and  is  74  feet  wide,  102  feet 
long,  and  25  feet  from  floor  line  to  bottom  of  cords  to  roof.  On  the 
north  side  eight  horizontal  tubular  boilers  are  installed  in  batteries  of 
two  each.  The  boilers  are  'J2  inches  in  diameter,  18  feet  long,  without 
domes,  and  contain  80  4-inch  lap  welded  tubes,  capable  of  carrying  150 
lbs.  pressure  to  the  square  inch. 

On  the  south  side  of  the  house  can  be  erected  an  equal  number  of 
the  same  size  boilers,  but  until  these  are  required  the  room  is  used 
for  storing  coal;  the  bins  now  in  place  hold  800  tons  of  coal. 

On  the  north  side  of  the  boiler  house,  near  the  east  end,  is  a  self- 
sustaining  steel  plate  chimney,  175  feet  high.  75  inches  internal  diame- 
ter, lined  with  fire-brick  to  a  height  of  80  feet.  The  chimney  was 
erected  in  1897. 

Engines. 

There  are  five  pumping  engines. 

Nos.  I  and  2  are  Cornish  Bull  Pumps,  erected  in  1868;  alike  in 
their  dimension,  which  are  as  follows:  Steam  cylinders,  60  inches  in 
diameter;  Pump  Plunger,  20^^^  inches  in  diameter,  each  lo-foot  stroke, 
capacity  being  165  gallons  per  stroke,  pumping  2,000,000  gallons  daily. 
These  pumps  are  out  of  commission,  the  cost  for  repairs  being  greater 
than  they  are  worth. 

No.  3  is  a  Gaskill  Horizontal  Compound  Pumping  Engine,  erected 
in  1886,  having  two  H.  P.  Cylinders,  21  inches  in  diameter,  two  L.  P. 
Cylinders,  42  inches  in  diameter,  two  pumps  19^  inches  in  diameter,  all 
36-inch  stroke;  capacity  being  182  gallons  per  revolution,  pumping 
5,000,000  gallons  daily. 
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No.  4,  is  a  Worthington  Horizontal  Compound  High  Duty  Pump- 
ing Engine,  erected  in  1893,  having  two  H.  P.  Cylinders,  33  inches  in 
diameter,  two  L.  P.  Cylinders,  66  inches  in  diameter,  two  pumps,  29 
inches  in  diameter,  all  49^-inch  stroke;  capacity  being  552  gallons  per 
stroke;  pumping  12,000,000  gallons  per  day,  at  a  piston  speed  of  128 
feet  per  minute,  against  a  head  of  260  feet. 

No.  5,  is  a  Worthington  Horizontal  Compound  High  Duty  Pump- 
ing Engine,  erected  in  1899,  having  two  H.  P.  Steam  Cylinders,  each 
25  inches  in  diameter;  two  L.  P.  Cylinders,  each  50  inches  in  diameter, 
two  double  acting  water  plungers,  each  23  inches  in  diameter,  all  36- 
inch  stroke;  capacity  being  264  gallons  per  stroke,  pumping  8,000,000 
gallons  per  day,  at  a  piston  speed  of  136  feet  per  minute,  against  a  total 
load  of  142  pounds  per  square  inch  (a  head  of  328  feet). 

The  regular  employes  at  the  pumping  works  are  one  chief  en- 
gineer, one  machinist,  two  assistant  engineers,  three  greasers,  three 
firemen,  one  assistant  fireman,  one  watchman  and  keeper  of  grounds 
and  one  janitor.  The  chief  engineer  stands  a  watch  of  five  hours, 
from  7  to  12  every  forenoon;  the  assistants  divide  the  remainder  of 
each  day  equally  between  them. 

Intake  Pipes. 

There  are  two  intakes,  one  constructed  in  1868,  of  which  52  feet 
is  brick,  14  feet  in  diameter,  590  feet  is  wood  454  feet  in  diameter,  and 
333  feet  is  boiler  iron  4  feet  in  diameter,  making  a  total  length  of  975 
feet.  The  top  of  the  outer  end  of  this  intake  is  four  feet  below  the 
zero  level  of  the  bay,  and  as  it  approaches  the  shore  ascends  until  the 
top  is  only  two  feet  above  the  zero  level  of  the  bay.  This  intake  has 
fwt  been  used  since  the  new  one  was  completed,  and  as  the  part  made  of 
wood  has  not  been  submerged  for  some  time  it  is  undoubtedly  past  use. 

The  second  intake  was  completed  in  1896.  It  is  made  of  cast  iron, 
60  inches  internal  diameter,  8*307. 18  feet  long,  buried  in  the  bottom  of 
the  bay;  at  no  place  is  there  less  than  three  feet  of  earth  over  its  top. 
The  outer  end  terminates  in  an  octagonal  crib,  40  feet  being  its  extreme 
width,  and  8  feet  high,  the  top  being  13  feet  below  zero  level  of  the  bay. 
So  far  as  we  know,  this  is  the  longest  single  piece  of  submerged  60- 
inch  cast  ironpipe  in  the  world. 

Swimming  PooL 

The  Swimming  Pool  was  built  on  land  reclaimed  at  the  foot  of 
Chestnut  street,  near  the  Pumping  Station,  in  the  early  part  of  1902. 
The  interior  of  the  Pool  covers  a  space  75  feet  wide  and  155  feet  long, 
lined  with  Portland  Cement.  The  depth  of  water  ranges  from  i  6-12 
to  6  9-12  feet,  and  is  supplied  from  a  four-inch  water  pipe.  On  the 
west  side  of  the  Pool,  there  are  thirty-four  cabinets,  each  ZV2  x  5  feet, 
also  an  attendant's  room  15  x  5  feet.

We  herewith  submit  the  thirty-eighth  annual  report  of  this 
department  for  the  year  ending  Dec.  31,  1904.

The  increase  in  the  receipts  of  the  department  for  the  year 
1904  from  water  amounted  to  the  sum  of  S7,241.97. 

Total  increase  in  the  receipts  of  the  department  over  the 
previous  year,  $8,943.13. 
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The  amount  of  water  pumped  was  3,090,782,612  gaUcnis, 
an  increase  of  376,447,094  gallons. 

The  daily  average  pumpage  was  10,084,105  gallons.  The 
daily  average  per  capita  pumpage  based  upon  a  population  of 
60,000,  was  168  gallons.   • 

The  amount  of  water  furnished  by  meter  measurement  to 
manufactories  and  other  large  consumers  was  799,230,438  gal- 
tons,  an  increase  of  36,385,744  gallons  over  the  previous  year. 

Deducting  the  amount  of  water  furnished  by  meter  measure- 
ment from  the  total  amount  of  water  pumped  gives  the  ap- 
proximate amount  of  water  furnished  for  domestic  use,  viz., 
2,891,552,174  gallons,  or  a  daily  average  of  7,900,415  g^ons 
and  a  daily  average  per  capita  pumpage  for  domestic  use  of 
131.6  gallons. 

The  daily  average  lift  for  the  high  service  system  was  275.53 
feet,  and  for  the  low  service  system  235.83  feet. 

Twenty-seven  additional  fire  hydrants  were  placed,  mak- 
ing the  total  number  in  use  seven  hundred  and  twenty-five. 
A  large  number  of  old  fire  hydrants  were  taken  out  and  re- 
placed with  new  ones. 

We  laid  13,539  feet  of  new  mains,  making  the  total  length 
of  mains  a  little  over  117|  miles. 

The  continued  pollution  of  the  water  in  the  bay  with  the 
sewage  from  the  city,  renders  the  present  source  of  supply 
undesirable  and  a  possible  menace  to  the  health  of  the  com- 
munity. 

In  order  to  improve  the  quality  of  the  water  supply  of  the 
city,  we  have  decided  to  get  the  best  water  available  and  have 
perfected  plans  to  extend  the  intake  pipe,  to  a  point  in  Lake 
Erie  one  mile  north  of  the  Peninsula. 

The  General  Government,  by  Act  of  Congress,  has  given 
to  the  Commissioners  the  right  to  occupy,  for  Water  Works 
purposes,  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  acres  of  land  on  the 
Peninsula,  the  same  having  been  previously  conveyed  to  the 
Commissioners  by  the  State  of  Pennsylvania. 

On  the  9th  day  of  July,  1904,  the  contract  for  extending 
the  intake  pipe  from  the  present  intake  crib,  in  Big  Bend,  to 
a  point  in  Lake  Erie  one  mile  north  of  the  north  shore  of  the 
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Peninsula,  a  distance  of  about  ten  thousand  feet,  was  awarded 
to  The  T.  A.  Gillespie  Company  of  Pittsburg,  Pa.,  for  the  sum 
of  $187,303.58. 

The  contract  for  five  gate  valves  was  awarded  to  the 
Coffin  Valve  Company  of  Boston,  Mass.,  for  the  sum  of  $6,950.00, 
total  amount  of  both  contracts,  $194,253.58. 

The  intake  crib  will  be  submerged  in  thirty-four  feet  of 
water,  the  top  of  which  will  be  twenty-five  feet  below  mean 
lake  level,  the  pipe  is  riveted  steel,  sixty  inches  in  diameter. 

Twelve  hundred  and  twenty-one  feet  of  this  pipe  was  placed 
in  position  before  the  close  of  navigation,  and  fifteen  hundred 
feet  more  is  on  the  dock  at  Erie  ready  for  launching. 

There  has  been  paid  upon  the  contracts  $32,372.08,  and 
there  is  on  hand  in  cash  (Dec.  31,  1904),  $127,400.49,  which 
is  available  for  this  work. 

The  contractors  are  required  to  complete  the  work  by  Dec. 
31, 1906,  but  it  is  their  expectation  to  complete  it  by  the  fall  of 
1905. 

We  expect  to  be  able  to  pay  the  whole  amount  of  the  con- 
tracts as  soon  as  the  work  is  completed. 

The  decision  of  the  Commissioners  to  abandon  the  bay  and 
take  the  supply  of  water  from  Lake  Erie  is  based  upon  the 
opinion  of  experts  whose  reports  have  heretofore  been  pub- 
lished and  upon  the  comparative  analyses  of  the  lake  and  bay 
waters  covering  a  period  of  sixteen  years.

In  thirty  samides  of  mter  taken  apotl  the  same  dkttes  from 
the  bay  at  the  Intake  crib,  the  intestinal  bacteria  "Cold  Com^ 
munis"  was  found  in  every  simple  but  one^  viz.,  Oct.  1,  1901, 
in  many  of  the  samples  of  water  they  existed  in  agonies  too 

numerous  to  count. 

The  turbidity  of  the  lake  water  can  be  overcome  by  the 
construction  of  sedimentation  basins  or  subddence  reservoirs  in 
the  Peninsula  through  whidi  the  water  flows  by  gravitation. 

It  has  been  demonstrated  by  actual  use  that  a  continuous 
flow  of  water  through  a  sedimentation  basin  of  about  fifteen 
feet  per  minute  will  remove  over  ninety  per  cent,  of  the  tur- 
bidity. 

The  plans  adopted  contemplate  the  construction  of  one  or 
more  sedimentation  basins  on  the  Peninsula. 

The  Commissioners  are  honestly  and  earnestly  endeavor- 
ing to  promote  the  best  interests  of  the  city.  We  have  given 
a  large  amount  of  tirae  and  labor  to  the  study  of  the  problems 
with  which  we  are  confronted  and  believe  the  execution  of  the 
plans  which  have  been  adopted  will  give  to  the  city  an  ample 
supply  of  good  and  wholesome  water,  free  from  any  sewage 
contamination. 

We  again  request  you  to  audit  the  accounts  of  the  depart- 
ment, we  have  made  this  request  annually  for  eight  years  only 
to  have  this  important  duty  neglected  each  year.

Sprinkling  for  any  purpose  will  ONLY  be  allowed  on  premises  where 
water  is  taken  and  paid  for,  for  domestic  or  other  inside  use.  The  sprink- 
ling season  is  from  May  1st  to  November  1st,  in  each  year. 

There  is  no  fractional  part  of  a  sprinkling  season. 

It  will  cost  as  much  to  sprinkle  but  once  at  any  time  during  the  sprink- 
ling season  as  it  will  to  sprinkle  each  day,  at  the  prescribed  hours,  during 
the  entire  season. 

Sprinkling  must  be  confined  to  the  hours  between  5  and  8  A.  M.,  12 
and  1  P.  M.,  and  5  and  8  P.  M.,  nor  during  said  intervals  more  than  one 
hour  at  a  time.  Persons  who  exceed  one  hour  may  be  charged  at  fountain 
rates  or  held  liable  for  violation  of  the  rules,  at  the  option  of  the  Commis- 
sioners. 

The  inside  diameter  of  hose  used  for  sprinkling  purposes  must  not  be 
more  than  three-quarters  of  an  inch,  and  the  inside  diameter  of  the  orifice 
to  the  nozzle  of  the  same  must  not  be  more  than  one-quarter  of  an  inch. 
The  use  of  leaky  or  defective  hose  is  prohibited. 

No  person  will  be  allowed  to  sprinkle  adjoining  or  opposite  premises, 
nor  to  use  the  water  from  any  hose  attachment,  or  through  any  hose  for 
any  purpose  not  authorized  by  the  Commissioners.  All  sprinkUng  devices 
not  held  in  the  hand  when  used  shall  be  classed  as  fountains,  or  fountain 
jets,  and  assessed  accordingly,  btU  not  less  than  double  sprinkling  rales. 

Fountains,  fountain  jets,  etc.,  will  be  assessed  according  to  the  inside 
diameter  of  its  principal  part  or  parts,  and  for  a  continuous  flow  during  the 
entire  sprinkling  season. 

Hose  must  not  be  used  for  cleaning  streets  or  street  gutters,  for  wash- 
ing away  collections  of  leaves,  heaps  of  dirt  or  ofTal,  or  flooding  streets.

SWIMMING  POOL. 


Reservoir. 

The  reservoir  was  constructed  in  1873  and  is  about  two  miles  distant 
from  the  pumping  station,  the  bottom  of  which  is  210  feet  above  the 
zero  level  of  the  water  in  the  bay,  and  when  the  water  is  carried  to  a  depth 
of  27  feet,  holds  32,952,934  gallons  of  water. 

Stand  Pipe. 

The  stand  pipe  was  erected  in  1868.  It  is  five  feet  in  diameter  and 
259.65  feet  in  height.  A  spiral  staircase  surrounds  it  and  all  enclosed  in 
brick.     So  far  as  we  know,  this  is  the  tallest  stand  pipe  in  the  world. 

Boiler  House. 

The  boiler  house  was  erected  in  1897  and  is  74  feet  wide,  102  feet  long, 
and  25  feet  from  floor  Une  to  bottom  of  cords  to  roof.  On  the  north  side 
eight  horizontal  tubular  boilers  are  installed  in  batteries  of  two  each.  The 
boilers  are  72  inches  in  diameter,  18  feet  long,  without  domes,  and  contain 
80  4-inch  lap  welded  tubes,  capable  of  carrying  150  lbs.  pressure  to  the  square 
inch. 

On  the  south  side  of  the  house  can  be  erected  an  equal  number  of  the 
same  size  boilers,  but  until  these  are  required  the  room  is  used  for  storing 
coal;  the  (5)  bins  now  in  place  hold  1200  tons  of  coal. 

On  the  north  side  of  the  boiler  house,  near  the  east  end,  is  a  self-sus- 
taining steel  plate  chimney,  175  feet  high,  75  inches  internal  diameter,  lined 
with  fire-brick  to  a  height  of  85  feet.     The  chimney  was  erected  in  1897. 

Engines. 

There  are  five  pumping  engines. 

Nos.  1  and  2  are  Cornish  Bull  Pumps,  erected  in  1868;  aUke  in  their 
dimension,  which  are  as  follows:  Steam  cylinders,  60  inches  in  diameter; 
Pump  Plunger,  20^4  inches  in  diameter,  each  10- foot  stroke,  capacity  being 
165  gallons  per  stroke,  pumping  2,000,000  gallons  daily.  These  pumps  are 
out  of  commission,  the  cost  for  repairs  being  greater  than  they  are  worth. 

No.  3  is  a  Gaskill  Horizontal  Compound  Pumping  Engine,  erected  in 
1886,  having  two  H.  P.  Cylinders,  21  inches  in  diameter,  two  L.  P.  Cylinders, 
42  inches  in  diameter,  two  pumps  19^2  inches  in  diameter,  all  36-inch  stroke; 
capacity  being  1S2  gallons  per  revolution,  pumj)ing  5,000,000  gallons  daily. 
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No.  4,  is  a  Worthington  Horizontal  Compound  High  Duty  Pumping 
Engine,  erected  in  1893,  having  two  H.  P.  Cylinders,  33  inches  in  diameter, 
two  L.  P.  Cylinders,  66  inches  in  diameter,  two  pumps,  29  inches  in  diam- 
eter, all  49^-inch  stroke;  capacity  being  552  gallons  per  stroke;  pumping 
12,000,000  gallons  per  day,  at  a  piston  speed  of  128  feet  per  minute,  against 
a  head  of  260  feet. 

No.  5,  is  a  Worthington  Horizontal  Compound  High  Duty  Pumping 
Engine,  erected  in  1899,  having  two  H.  P.  Steam  Cylinders,  each  25  inches 
in  diameter;  two  L.  P.  Cylinders,  each  50  inches  in  diameter,  two  double 
acting  water  plimgers,  each  23  inches  in  diameter,  all  36-inch  stroke ;  capac- 
ity being  264  gallons  per  stroke,  pumping  8,000,000  gallons  per  day,  at  a 
piston  speed  of  136  feet  per  minute,  against  a  total  load  of  142  pounds  per 
square  inch  (a  head  of  328  feet). 

The  regtdar  employes  at  the  ptmiping  station  are,  one  superintendent, 
one  machinist,  three  engineers,  three  greasers,  three  firemen,  two  assistant 
firemen,  one  watchman  and  keeper  of  grounds  and  one  janitor.  The 
engineers  stand  a  watch  of  eight  hours  each. 

Intake  Pipes. 

There  are  two  intakes,  one  constructed  in  1868,  of  which  52  feet  is  brick, 
14  feet  in  diameter,  590  feet  is  wood  4Ji  feet  in  diameter,  and  333  feet  is 
boiler  iron  4  feet  in  diameter,  making  a  total  length  of  975  feet.  The  top 
of  the  outer  end  of  this  intake  is  four  feet  below  the  zero  level  of  the  bay, 
and  as  it  approaches  the  shore  ascends  until  the  top  is  only  two  feet  above 
the  zero  level  of  the  bay.  This  intake  has  not  been  used  since  the  new  one 
was  completed,  and  as  the  part  made  of  wood  has  not  been  submerged  for 
some  time  it  is  undoubtedly  past  use. 

The  second  intake  was  completed  in  1896.  It  is  made  of  cast  iron,  60 
inches  internal  diameter,  8,307.18  feet  long,  buried  in  the  bottom  of  the 
bay;  at  no  place  is  there  less  than  three  feet  of  earth  over  its  top.  The  outer 
end  terminates  in  an  octagonal  crib,  40  feet  being  its  extreme  width,  and  8 
feet  high,  the  top  being  13  feet  below  zero  level  of  the  bay.  So  far  as  we 
know,  this  is  the  longest  single  piece  of  submerged  60-inch  cast  iron  pipe 
in  the  world. 

Swimming  PooL 

The  Swimming  Pool  was  built  on  land  reclaimed  at  the  foot  of  Chest- 
nut street,  near  the  Pumping  Station,  in  the  early  part  of  1902.  The  interior 
of  the  pool  covers  a  space  75  feet  wide  and  155  feet  long,  Uned  with  Port- 
land Cement.  The  depth  of  water  ranges  from  1  6-12  to  6  9-12  feet,  and 
is  supplied  from  a  four-inch  water  pipe.  On  the  west  side  of  the  Pool,  there 
are  thirty-four  cabinets,  each  3J^  x  5  feet,  also  an  attendant's  room  15  x  5 
feet.

Deducting  the  amount  of  water  furnished  by  meter  meas- 
urement from  the  total  amount  of  water  pumped  gives  the  aj)- 
proxinmte  amount  of  water  furnished  for  domestic  use,  viz. 
2,933,185,818  galhms,  a  daily  average  of  8,036,125  gallons,  and 
a  daily  aveiage  per  capita  for  donu^stic  ur(*  of  123.6  gallons. 

Dailv  aveiaLTc  lii'1  tor  the  hiuh  siM'vicc  svstom  was  298.62 
feet  and  lor  the  low  s('i'vi(M»  svstcni  236.2!)  led. 

We  laid  9,Sr)2!)-12  feet  of  pi|)e,  making  the  total  length 
ol  mains  laid  to  (bite  neai'h'  119-J/i  miles. 

Twenty-five  additional  fire  hydrants  wei*(»  place<l,  makint: 
the  total  nund)er  in  usi^  750.  A  lai-tre  nund)er  of  fir<'  hvdrants 
were  taken  out  and  replaced  with  new  ones  of  larger  ca- 
pacity and  modei'n  construction. 

We  have  ])laced  near  the  city  limits,  ui)on  the  principal 
roads  leading  into  the  city,  drinking  fountains  or  watering 
troughs  where  water  is  furnished  gratuitously  to  the  public 
during  the  whole  3'car.  The  construction  is  such  that  they  do 
not  freeze  in  the  coldest  weather. 

In  July,  1!)()4,  we  awarded  a  contract  to  The  T.  A.  Gill(\spie 
Company  of  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  to  extend  the  intake  pipe  about 
ten  thousand  feet  to  a  point  in  Lake  Erie  one  mile  north  of 
the  /)c/jinsula  for  the  sum  of  .^187,303.58. 


WATER  WORKS.  IN  THE  CITY  OF  ERIE. 


The  bay  and  peninsula  sections  of  the  work  were  com- 
pleted during  the  year  1904  and  1905. 

The  lake  section,  consisting  of  about  five  thousand  feet, 
will  be  completed  during  the  coming  year. 

We  have  paid  $118,423.67  to  apply  upon  the  contract  and 
now  have  sufficient  funds  on  hand  to  pay  the  balance  as  soon 
as  the  contract  is  completed. 

This  great  work  will  be  accomplished  without  incurring 
any  indebtedness  whatever. 

We  are  constructing  at  the  pumping  station  a  perforated 
radial  brick  smoke  stack  of  2,000  11.  P.  capacity,  175  feet  high, 
with  an  internal  diameter  of  96  inches,  under  contract  with  H. 
R.  Ileinicke,  Inc.,  of  New  York,  for  the  sum  of  $5,925.00. 

We  have  installed  at  the  pumping  station  the  Parr  Cal- 
orimeter for  determining  heat  units  of  the  coal  consumed. 

Since  July  27,  1905,  samples  of  bituminous  slack  coal  taken 
from  62  car  loads  show  an  average  of  1.^,475.89  British  Thermal 
Units  per  pound. 

We  again  lequest  you  to  audit  the  accounts  of  the  de- 
pariment.

Sprinkling  for  any  purpose  will  ONLY  be  allowed  on  premises  where 
water  is  taken  and  paid  for,  for  domestic  or  other  inside  use.  The  sprink- 
ling season  is  from  May  1st  to  November  1st,  in  each  year. 

There  is  no  fractional  part  of  a  sprinkling  season. 

It  will  cost  as  much  to  sprinkle  but  once  at  any  time  during  the 
sprinkling  season  as  it  will  to  sprinkle  each  day,  at  the  prescribed  hours, 
during  the  entire  season. 

Sprinkling  must  be  confined  to  the  hours  between  5  and  8  A.  M.,  12 
and  1  P.  M.,  and  5  and  8  P.  M.,  nor  daring  said  intervals  more  than  one 
hour  at  a  time.  Persons  who  exceed  one  hour  may  be  charged  at  foun- 
tain rates  or  held  liable  for  violation  of  the  rules,  at  the  option  of  the 
Commissioners. 

The  inside  diameter  of  hose  used  for  sprinkling  purposes  must  not  be 
more  than  three-quarters  of  an  inch,  and  the  inside  diameter  of  the 
orifice  to  the  nozzle  of  the  same  mvist  not  be  more  than  one-quarter  of  an 
inch.    The  use  of  leaky  or  defective  hose  is  prohibited. 

No  person  will  be  allowed  to  sprinkle  adjoining  or  opposite  premises, 
nor  to  use  the  water  from  any  hc;se  attachment,  or  through  any  hose  for 
any  purpose  not  authorized  by  the  Commissioners.  All  sprinkling  de- 
vices not  held  in  the  hand  when  used  shall  be  classed  as  fountains,  or 
fountain  jets,  and  assessed  accordingly,  but  not  less  than  double  sprinkling  rates. 

Fountains,  fountain  jets,  etc.,  will  be  assessed  according  to  the  Inside 
diameter  of  its  principal  part  or  parts,  and  for  a  continuous  flow  during 
the  entire  sprinkling  season. 
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Hose  must  not  be  used  for  cleaning  streets  or  street  gutters,  for 
washing  away  collections  of  leaves,  heaps  of  dirt  or  offal,  or  flooding 
streets. 

Sprinkling  fixtures,  to  which  hose  can  be  attached,  no  matter  where 
located  on  any  premises,  makes  said  premises  assessable  for  sprink- 
ling. 

All  plumbing  from  the  curb  line  inward  must  be  done  by  a  licensed 
plumber. 

Water  fixtures  will  be  assessed  for  each  and  every  purpose  avail- 
able, and  for  each  family  or  establishment  within  the  enclosure 
or  separated  only  by  a  door,  gateway  or  other  means  of  easy  communica- 
tion. 

No  abatement  of  charges  shall  be  allowed  for  vacancy  of  premises 
except  from  the  date  that  iwtice  has  been  giivn  at  the  office  of  the  Commissioners  of  Wattr 
Works  thai  they  are  unoccupied. 

The  Commissioners  may  limit  or  stop  the  supply  of  water  in  cases 
of  emergency,  and  shut  it  oft  for  repairs  or  extensions,  they  being  the 
judges  of  the  time  and  necessity.  Neither  the  Commissioners  nor  the 
City  of  Erie  shall  be  liable  in  damages  for  any  insufficient  supply  of 
City  Water. 

For  each  and  every  violation  of  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
Water  Works,  the  offending  party  will  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  five  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars.

Reservoir. 

The  reservoir  was  constructed  in  1873  and  is  about  two  miles  distant 
from  the  pumping  station,  the  bottom  of  which  is  210  feet  above  the 
asero  level  of  the  water  in  the  bay,  and  when  the  water  is  carried  to  a 
depth  of  27  feet,  holds  32,952,934  gallons  of  water. 


Stand  Pipe. 

The  stand  pipe  was  erected  in  1868.  It  is  five  feet  in  diameter  and 
259.65  feet  in  height.  A  spiral  staircase  surrounds  it  and  all  enclosed  in 
brick.    So  far  as  we  know,  this  is  the  tallest  stand  pipe  in  the  world. 


Boiler  House. 

The  boiler  house  was  erected  in  1897  and  is  74  feet  wide,  102  feet  long 
and  25  feet  from  floor  line  to  bottom  of  cords  to  roof.  On  the  north  side 
eight  horizontal  tubular  boilers  are  installed  in  batteries  of  two  each.  The 
boilers  are  72  inches  in  diameter,  18  feet  long,  without  domes,  and  con- 
tain 80  4-inch  lap  welded  tubes,  capable  of  carrying  150  lbs.  pressure 
to  the  square  inch. 

On  the  south  side  of  the  house  can  be  erected  an  equal  number  of  the 
same  size  boilers,  but  until  these  are  required  the  room  is  used  for  stor- 
ing coal;  the  5  bins  now  in  place  hold  1200  tons  of  coal. 


Engines. 

There  are  five  pumping  engines. 

Nos.  1  and  2  are  Cornish  Bull  Pumps,  erected  in  1868;  alike  in  their 
dimensions,  which  are  as  follows:  Steam  cylinders,  60  inches  in  diame- 
ter; Pump  Plunger,  20\i  inches  in  diameter,  each  10-fooc  stroke,  capac- 
ity being  165  gallons  per  stroke,  pumping  2.000,000  gallons  daily.  These 
pumps  are  out  of  commission,-  the  cost  for  repairs  being  greater  than 
they  are  worth. 

No.  3  is  a  Gaskill  Horizontal  Compound  Pumping  Engine,  erected  in 
1886,  having  two  H.  P.  Cylinders,  21  inches  in  diameter,  two  L.  P.  Cylin- 
ders, 42  inches  in  diameter,  two  pumps  19^4  inches  in  diameter,  all  36-inch 
stroke;  capacity  belwg  \%t  g.^Uot\a  per  revolution,  pumping  5,000,000  gal- 
ions*  daily. 
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No.  4,  is  a  Worthington  Horizontal  Compound  High  Duty  Pumping 
Engine,  erected  in  1893,  having  two  H.  P.  Cylinders,  33  inches  in  diame- 
ter, two  L.  P.  Cylinders,  66  inches  in  diameter,  two  pumps,  29  inches  in 
diameter,  all  49%-inch  stroke;  capacity  being  552  gallons  per  stroke; 
pumping  12,000,000  gallons  per  day,  at  a  piston  speed  of  128  feet  per 
minute,  against  a  head  of  260  feet. 

No.  5,  is  a  Worthington  Horizontal  Compound  High  Duty  Pumping 
Engine,  erected  in  1899,  having  two  H.  P.  Steam  Cylinders,  each  25  inches 
in  diameter;  two  L.  P.  Cylinders,  each  50  inches  in  diameter,  two  double 
acting  water  plungers,  each  23  inches  in  diameter,  all  36-inch  stroke; 
capacity  being  264  gallons  per  stroke,  pumping  8,000,000  gallons  per 
day,  at  a  piston  speed  of  136  feet  per  minute,  against  a  total  load  of  142 
pounds  per  square  inch  (a  head  of  328  feet). 

The  regular  employes  at  the  pumping  station  are,  one  superinten- 
dent, one  machinist,  three  engineers,  three  greasers,  three  firemen,  two 
assistant  firemen,  one  watchman  and  keeper  of  grounds  and  one  Janitor. 
The  engineers  stand  a  watch  of  eight  hours  each. 


Intake  Pipes. 

There  are  two  intakes,  one  constructed  in  1868,  of  which  52  feet  is 
brick,  14  feet  in  diameter,  590  feet  is  wood,  4^  feet  in  diameter,  and  333 
feet  is  boiler  iron  4  feet  in  diameter,  making  a  total  length  of  975  feet. 
The  top  of  the  outer  end  of  this  intake  is  four  feet  below  the  zero 
level  of  the  bay,  and  as  it  approaches  the  shore  ascends  until  the  top  is 
only  two  feet  above  the  zero  level  of  the  bay.  This  intake  has  not  been 
used  since  the  new  one  was  completed,  and  as  the  part  made  of  wood  has 
not  been  submerged  for  some  time  it  is  undoubtedly  past  use. 

The  second  intake  was  completed  in  1896.  It  is  made  of  cast  iron,  60 
inches  internal  diameter,  8,307.18  feet  long,  buried  in  the  bottom  of  the 
bay,  at  no  place  is  there  less  than  three  feet  of  earth  over  its  top.  The 
outer  end  terminates  in  an  octagonal  crib,  40  feet  being  its  extreme 
width,  and  8  feet  high,  the  top  being  13  feet  below  zero  level  of  tHe  bay. 
So  far  as  we  know,  this  is  the  longest  single  piece  of  submerge'l  60-inch 
cast  iron  pipe  in  the  world 


Swimming  Pool. 

The  Swimming  Pool  was  built  on  land  reclaimed  at  the  foot  of  Chest- 
nut street,  near  the  Pumping  Station,  in  the  early  part  ot  1902.  The  in- 
terior of  the  pool  covers  a  space  75  feet  wide  and  155  feet  long,  lined  with 
Portland  Cement.  The  depth  of  water  ranges  from  1  6-12  to  6  9-12  feet, 
and  is  supplied  from  a  four-inch  water  pipe.  On  the  west  side  of  the 
Pool,  there  are  thirty-four  cabinets,  each  3^x5  feet,  also  an  attendant's 
room  15x5  feet.
